COUNCIL GIVES OKAY TO 
RUBBISH HAUL CONTRAG 
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Pleats fox the co-ordinortion of 
the county's rubbish disposal 
system now before the Board 
of Supervisors includes a pro¬ 
posal for a smokeless inciner¬ 
ator to service the Sierra Mad- 
re-Arcctdia-Temple City areeu.. 

A report released this week 
by Smog Director Louis C. Mc¬ 
Cabe urged co-operative con¬ 
struction of incinerators asweli 
as the establishment of a coun¬ 
ty "rubbish di.sposal division” 
to supervise the operation of all 
dumps in unincorporated ter¬ 
ritory and assign dump areas. 

His tentative proposals call 
for building an incinerator east 
of Temple City on El Monte 
avenue between Lower Azusa 
and Oak avenues. Sierra Madre 
presumably would be asked to 
join with the county and other 
surrounding cities in the con¬ 
struction and operation of such 
an incinerator. 

If built on this site, the hiv.W 
from Sierra Madre with Vjdrfi- 
ables would be no greater than 
that to the Duarte cut-and- 
cover dump now being used. 

McCabe, whose report wots al¬ 
so signed by Chief Mechanical 
Engineer Roscoe Shonerd and 
County Counsel Hoa:old W. Ken¬ 
nedy, urged that Incinerators 
be built “as soon as possible." 

"With the present prohibition 
against burning in open dumps, 
many cities and communities 
face a critical situation due to 
excessive costs of long hauls or 
the alternative of allowing 
rubbish to accumulate for lock

The City Council at a special 
meeting Saturday heard the ob¬ 
jections of one of its members, 
Herman Barter, to the deeding 
of 300 front feet of the city- 
owned land adjacent to the 
Youth Hut for construction of 
an Armory. 

Barter suggested that the 
Council see if the State would 
accept "more depth and less 
frontage.” He asked that the 
site for the Armory run only 
200 feet on Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard and that the difference 
be made up in depth. As now 
proposed, the Armory site will 
be 300 feet by 300 feet. 

“It works a hardship on the 
people using the Youth Hut,” 
he said in pointing out that the 
proposed $100,000 Armory would 
be built only 30 feet east of 
the Hut. He wanted this dis¬ 
tance Increased to 150 by cut¬ 
ting down the width of the 
Armory land. 

Councilman Henry Nuetzel 
said he did not want "to delay 
this thing any longer and take 
a chance on losing it.” 

No action was taken. It was 
pointed out that after accep¬ 
tance of the site by the State 
Division of Architecture, a deal 
might be worked out. 

Last week representatives of 
the National Guard and the 
State Department of Public 
Works looked over the pro¬ 
posed sites and chose the plot 
adjacent to the Youth Hut in 
stead of the southeast corner 
of the city "water land” which 
was originally suggested as a 
site by the Council.

William Rubbish has entered 
two bids for removal of Sierra 
Madre trash. 

Too neat for comment. 


Collection of burnable rubbish by private contractor will begin 
here December 1. 

At a special meeting of the City Council last Saturday the hid 
of Ben Kazarian, operator of the Duarte cut and cover dum]! to 
which the city now hauls its trash, was accepted. 

__ Cost of this service will bo 

S25,992 for the two years of the 
contract. It will cover once a 
month pickup of clippings at 
each home and once o week 
pickup for the Conyon areo. 

The service to be given by 
Kazarian will not be materially 
different from that now pro¬ 
vided by city crews. 

It will mean, however, that 
the city will not be required to 
purchase two dump trucks at 
about $8000 each and maintain 
four men full time for the pick¬ 
up job. 

Cost to the city may be less 
under this service contract. 
With two trucks now operating, 
it has cost the city $4376 for 
the past four months. At this 
rate the two-year cost would be 
$26,260 with city crews and 
trucks. 

If the city dump should be 
reopened for burning the pri¬ 
vate contractor will dump there 
and the charge to the city 
would be $24,840 for two years, 
or at the rate of 40 cents per 
month per residential water 
meter. 

Assistant Engineer H. W. 
Brod said that the three of four 
city employes who have been 
used for trash pickups would 
probably be used for street- 
maintenance and paid out of 
state gas tax funds received for 
that purpose. 

The contract with Kazarian 
specifies a maximum pickup of 
two cubic yards of burnables 
at each residence per month. 
This is the same as the rule 
now in effect. 

'rhe entire contract can be 
terminated if plerra Madre joins 
in any county or inter-city in¬ 
cinerator or rubbish disposal 
project. 

Following are the six bids re¬ 
ceived by the Council. In each 
case the larger amount is for 
dumping at Duarte, the smaller 
for dumping at the city-owned 
burning dump. 


We are short of water! 

Please don’t waste it! 

This straightforward request 
in red ink on each water bill 
has done the trick, according 
to W. H. Brod, water and streets 
superintendent. 

In October the city used a 
million and a half cubic feet 
of water LESS than was used 
in the same month in 1947. 

Brod points out that this de¬ 
crease in consumption Indicates 
a conscious effort on the part of 
water users to save water, since 
this is a period of great 
drought, and during such dry 
periods more water is usually 
used. 

Water consumption in cubic 
feet for October, 1948, was 6,- 
429,400. In October, 1947, 7,957,- 
700 cubic feet were used. And 
the average use for October for 
the past three years has been 
7,251,700 cubic feet.

The City Council this week 
was shopping around for a new 
city attorney so it could take 
action on the resignation of 
Thomas A. Reynolds whieh has 
been pending since September. 

Although Reynolds did not 
include an effective date when 
tendering h i s resignation, it 
was understood that he has 
pressured the Council for action. 
Several eouncllmen have been 
contacting likely prospects for 
the job during the past week. 

The Council also has been 
negotiating with Reynolds, who 
has held the job for about two 
years, to stay on. 

Reynolds, however, wants a 
pay raise. He now gets $175 a 
month for attending Council 
and Planning Commission 
meetings and doing necessary 
work. He is paid separately for 
appearance in court. 

It is understood that Rey¬ 
nolds has asked the Council to 
specify that the $175 retainer 
be for tv/o Council meetings 
and one Planning Commission 
meeting a month plus two days 
of work on city business. For 
each six-hour day of overtime 
the charge would be $50. 
Charge fer court appearances 
would be $100 a day. 

In resigning, Reynolds said 
the press of private practice 
made it difficult for him to con¬ 
tinue the city work.
